MOBILE, ALA. — Mobile’s sea 
trade is doing all right. 

Highest earnings and heaviest ton- 
nage in history have been reported 
for the last fiscal year for the Ala- 
bama state docks here. 

Gross earnings of $1,099,418, net 
operating revenue of $525,927 and net 
tonnage of 1,742,377 were reported 
by C. E. Sauls in his annual report 
to Gov. Frank M. Dixon. 

The report showed the increase 
was made in face of loss of business 
due to war in Europe. 

Sauls also reported a total of $53,- 
344.83 was spent during the fiscal 
year for additions and expansion oi 
facilities.

| Weather Data Punched on 


Cards Aid in Forecasting 

WASHINGTON.—More than 10,- 
000,000 observations on the weather 
made at 200 airports throughout the 
country during the past five years 
are being punched on cards, passed 
through sorting machines, and filed 
for reference at the United States 
weather bureau. 

The cards record all the details 
of temperature, wind direction, 
barometric pressure, wind velocity, 
| visibility and such factors as fog, 
smoke, rain, snow and dust. 

By putting a batch of them from 
| Dallas, Des Moines, New York, San 
Francisco or any other point in the 
| sorting machine, a weather scientist 
will be able to find within a short 
time the range of temperature or 
j; any other element of the weather 
for the past five years at any point. 

WPA ‘‘whitecollar’’ workers at 
| New Orleans, where the project is 
| being carried on, are turning out 
| these cards at the rate of 30,000 per 
| day. They are using 10 ta ere 
| machines to sort them and work out 
| the curves of weather variations on 

master charts. 

With these, weather men will be
